Unusually warm winter weather carried into the spring and summer of 2012, bringing with it record-breaking temperatures and drought-like conditions for much of the 


country. Chicago successfully hosted a conference of global leaders but also saw an increase in gun violence. And with the presidential election now only four months 


away, there’s been no shortage of political headlines. Here’s a brief look at the year to date: 


Jan. 1: Chicago water rates go up 25 per- 
cent, tollway tolls by 87 percent and Metra 
fares by 30 percent the next month, among 
other new-year fee increases.

May 20-21: Chicago hosts 
world leaders at the NATO 
summit; police work to con- 
trol thousands of protesters. 


June 8-11: Fifty-three people 
are shot in the city over the 
four-day stretch, includ- 

ing nine fatally. From Jan. 1 
through July 1, there were 
263 homicides in Chicago, 
compared with 189 during 
the same period in 2011, an 
increase of 39 percent, ac- 
cording to police statistics.

‘Lins of theusaneds of vinwl ecards stored far 
decades at WGN Radio will soon be for sale 
through a Chicago-based record store. 

Dusty Groove America, which operates a 
storefront as well as a mail-order business, 
purchased a major portion of the record collec- 
tion that’s been accumulating at WGN, owned 
by the Tribune Co., since the late-1950s. 

Store owner Rick Wojcik and his employees 
hauled dozens of cardboard boxes filled with 
LPs, 45s, 78s and CDs out of WGN’s storage 
space in the Tribune Tower on Michigan Avenue 
last week and took them to Dusty Groove head- 
quarters at 1120 N. Ashland Ave.

Sta- 
tion officials diapped the collection to various 
dealers before chonsing Dusty Groove based on 
its reputation asa qualiny store, W" live said 

“With the advent af the Tntercer and cigi- 
tal music, the record library had become ob- 
solete and was nr longer being used,” he saicl 
in an email. “Hather than have it sit in offsite 
storage, we decided to put it in the hands af a 
true collector."

Breakthrough in 
‘God Particle’ hunt 


GENEVA, Switzerland Scientists said 

Wednesday that they had discovered a 
new particle whose characteristics match those 
of the Higgs boson, the most sought-after par- 
ticle in physics, which could help unlock some 
of the universe’s deepest secrets. 

“We have reached a milestone in our under- 
standing of nature,” said Rolf Heuer, the direc- 
tor general of the European Organization for 
Nuclear Research, which has been carrying out 
experiments in search of the Higgs boson at the 
Large Hadron Collider (LHO), the world’s larg- 
est particle accelerator. 

“The discovery of a particle consistent with 
the Higgs boson opens the way to more de-

tailed studies which will pin down the new par- 
ticle’s properties, and is likely to shed light on 
other mysteries of our universe,” Heuer said. 

The particle has been so difficult to pin down 
that the physicist Leon Lederman reportedly 
wanted to call his book “The Goddamn Par- 
ticle.” But he truncated that epithet to “The 
God Particle,” which may have helped elevate 
the particle’s allure in popular culture.

It started as just another concert film, but 
as Katy Perry’s marriage to comedian Rus- 
sell Brand unraveled, her new documentary 
transformed into what she called a “warts 
and all” depiction the pop star is happy to 
show her fans. 

“Katy Perry: Part of Me,” which debuts 
Thursday in 3-D, is anything but standard 
fare. Most performers wouldn’t dare show 
fans what they look like first thing in the 
morning without makeup, or worse, doubled 
over bawling backstage in costume. But Per- 
ry insisted that everyone see. 

“I’m OK with showing what’s behind the 
curtain,” Perry, 27, said in a recent interview. 
“I’m OK with showing that side of me because 
it helps people relate [to me} better and think 
of me as a human being.”

But soon he disappears 
from the story and Perry begins to suffer emo- 
tional breakdowns and fits of crying while her 
team of handlers seems helpless. 

The movie humanizes Perry in a way that is 
rare in Hollywood where the star-making ma- 
chinery cranks out performers who appear to 
live glamorous, carefree lifestyles of which oth- 
ers only dream. Perry’s success has been based 
mostly on a larger-than-life, almost cartoonish 
image of herself with ever-changing hair color 
and over-the-top outfits featuring cupcakes 
and lollipops. She sings pop songs such as 
“California Gurls,” “Hot N Cold,” “Teenage 
Dream” and “Last Friday Night ([2G.LF)” 

Her third studio album, “Teenage Dream,” 
saw six singles hit No. 1 on music charts—a 
first for a female. She has sold 11 million albums 
worldwide and earned eight Grammy nomina- 
tions. 

The singer, also known for inspirational an- 
thems such as “Firework” and “Part of Me,” is 
aware of her influence on young fans, and she 
said that with the film, she wanted them to see 
her in all her glory—good and bad—so they 
could know “they don’t have to be flawless in 
order to get success.” 

Yet Perry is quick to add she never an- 
ticipated hitting a personal low while 
simultaneously reaching a profes- 
sional high. She originally wanted to 
document on film a period in which 


she felt “something big was happening” in her 
career but had no idea her marriage would 
crumble. 

“I wanted to share it with my fans, but I 
didn’t know in what capacity it would be,” she 
said. 

With a few months distance, Perry said she 
has learned “a priceless lesson” that includes 
“holding your ground” when those around you 
want to change you and that there will always 
“be obstacles if you want to achieve some- 
thing.” 

She has kept mum about the details of her 
split from Brand even though the media has 
speculated about the cause. 

“There’s no way to control that, 
and you have to accept

to keep [the divorce] between each other.” 

She hopes fans take away from “Part of Me” 
that “if you have problems, it’s OK and you’re 
not alone in what you think are your unique 
problems.” 

Never one to rest on her laurels, those prob- 
lems are now being turned into hit songs, with 
her latest, “Wide Awake,” a direct reference to 
her failed marriage. It includes lyrics such as 
“Falling from Cloud 9” and “I wish I new then/ 
What I know now/Wouldn’t dive in/Wouldn’t 
bow down.” 

The video for the song shows her recon- 

necting with her younger self and smacking 
Prince Charming across the face. If this 
signals an introspective Perry, 
she doesn’t mind one bit.

mentary “Katy Perry: 
Part of Me” may 

be fascinating to 


anyone who didn’t 
realize that pop stars 
sometimes don’t 


wear makeup and 
that people experi- 
encing relationship 
problems sometimes 
cry. It may also rivet 
those who remain 
oblivious to Perry’s 
widely reported 
conservative Christian upbringing. 

In other words, “Katy Perry: Part of Me” 
focuses only on the parts we already know. 

Like “Justin Bieber: Never Say Never” or 
“The Glee 3D Concert Movie,” “Part of Me” 
minimizes the artist at its center in favor of 
other people generalizing about her. Her inner 
circle claims Perry is the chairperson/CEO of 
her own brand, but the film’s directors, Dan 
Cutforth and Jane Lipsitz, include negligible 
footage of the woman in charge of making 
tough decisions and controlling her career. 

“Part of Me” doesn’t want fans to know 
if Perry kissed a girl or melted someone’s 
popsicle, or to wonder why her songs caught 
on at all. The message is that Perry does what 
she wants to do and people like it. 

Simple enough. Except the movie doesn’t 
examine how mildly salacious but ultimately 
harmless pop songs find a chart-topping 
sweet spot between button-pushing sexual- 
ity (Rihanna) and family friendly earnest- 
ness (Iaylor Swift). Or how Perry’s persona 
leads to controversy like being too busty for 
“Sesame Street.” (This is your cue to joke 
that “Part of Me 3D” should have been “Part 
of Me 3DD.” Up top!) 

That’s a shame because there are so many 
more interesting elements at play here. How 
do her producers continually deliver ridicu-

lously catchy songs, regardless of often-dispos- 
able lyrics? Why has a singer with a just-OK 
voice made such a splash? The film fails to 
offer a deeper examination of how much luck 
it takes to become a star: We do see, however, 
how Perry’s career ignited after a Columbia 
Records employee stole her files and passed 
them to the more suitable Capitol Records. 

Most significantly, the film doesn’t ask why 
the 27-year-old Perry behaves like an adult 
child. Perhaps as a product of her repressive 
youth, this massive star still calls herself a 
baby, yearns for a fairy tale romance while 
singing about teenage dreams, posts Face- 
book entries about cotton candy clouds and 
frolics among a candy land on stage. 

She dresses like an ice cream sundae but 
never offers more than a sample spoon 
into her life. Though a scene in which she 
must pull herself together and fake a smile 
for the crowd reveals the grueling need for 
entertainers to perform regardless of what’s 
happening in their lives offstage. 

The movie certainly doesn’t uncover 
Perry’s ultimately doomed marriage to Rus- 
sell Brand. We see that she was willing to fly 
around the world to see him while he wasn’t, 
but not how the two celebs with opposite 
backgrounds and varied fanbases ended up 
together. 

“Part of Me” merely promotes Perry as an 
ambitious role model for fans in braces who 
gush about concerts feeling like “being shot 
with an arrow of Katy Perryness.” However, 
Perry’s motto (and the film’s tagline) of “Be 
yourself, and you can be anything” seems ex- 
tended only to certain people. Perry delights 
in bringing audience members on stage, 
but your chances of being selected increase 
tenfold if dressed up as, say, a hot dog.

Not too long ago, tequila was a second-class 
spirit in America. Flash-forward to the pres- 
ent day, however, and tequila’s major labels 
have brought about an overhaul, a strong and 
steady rise in quality and image.

What itis: A GPS device 
about 3 inches long and 
an inch wide that you can 
track via computer or 
smartphone. 

How it works: Attach the 
device to a dog, a suitcase, 
a bike, a car, a marathon- 
er, a child, a husband, a 
wife—whatever you want 
to track. When you want 
to see where the device 
is, you simply call up the 
my.garmin.com Web page 
or go to the Android or 
iPhone app and click to 
locate the device on a map. After purchase, you 
must register and activate your locator. Some 
online reviews said this was a touchy process; 
we had no problem. To maintain an account 
after one year costs about $50. 

The good: We tracked a family member’s car 
(with her permission) in a suburban setting 
and were able to follow her movements so 
closely that we could even tell when she had 
to stop for a traffic light on the way to work 
and whether she was breaking the speed limit. 
By creating what Garmin calls a geofence, we 
also received email notification whenever her 
car entered or exited a given area. The device 
worked so well that we were able to deduce

for familial espionage, we can see great travel 
applications for this, such as when you let your 
teen take that school trip and you know she 
won't call often enough or when you want to 
track fellow travelers while on the road. 

The bad: When trying to track co-workers in a 
big-city setting, the GPS signal was unable to 
navigate the tall buildings, so the device revert- 
ed to positioning via cell-tower signals. This gave 
approximate locations rather than exact GPS po- 
sitioning, so the device can be limited by terrain. 
Also, the more notifications you demand from 
the device, the quicker the battery runs out, but 
geofences help conserve power. CHICAGO TRIBUNE
